Red Letter' Election Dates 
Cited By Ohio Poll Chieftain 


COLUMBUS, Ohio GD—Secretary I 
of State Ted W. Brown today re­ 
minded calendar m arkers of som e 
new “ red letter” election dates. 
He said they would be of par­ 
ticular interest to disabled voters 
and those planning to be away 
from 
home on prim ary election 
day, May 4. 
Brown prescribed new form s for 
for using them . The form s went 
out this week to all 88 county elec­ 
tion boards. 
Brown said the dates to mark 
are: 
March 5—FTrst day for civilians 
outside the continental lim its of the 
United States, such as wives of 
servicem en, to apply for absent 
voters ballots. 
April 4—First day for absent and 
disabled voters within the United 
States to apply for ballots. 
April 29—Last day for “ absent or 
disabled” civilians to apply. The 
deadline is 4 p.m. 
May I—Last day for m em bers 
as W illiam Pierrepoint, 83, who as 
Britain’s official public execution­ 
er for 35 years hanged m ore than 1 of the armed services to apply for 
^i303 crim inals, died yesterday. 
I ballots. Their deadline is 12 noon. 


M ilitary service personnel have 
been eligible to apply for ballots 
since Jan. I and Brown reported 
som e requests already received. 
The secretary of state said Ohio­ 
ans 
who will 
be 
more than 
IO 
m iles from their polling place and 
outside their hom e county on ele c ­ 
tion day are eligible for absent 
voter ballots. 
Those who are unable to get to 
the polls on election day because 
of their physical condition can ob­ 
tain disabled voter ballots. 
Civilians m ust return voted bal­ 
lots to election boards by 12 noon cf 
Apri. 30 to have them count. M ili­ 
tary service personnel have until 
noon of election day. 
Under new law s effective Jan. I, 
civilians outside the U.S. get 60 
days, instead of the usual 30 be­ 
fore elections, to apply for absent 
voter ballots. 
Brown said civilians must apply 
for ballots on form s furnished by 
election boards. Upon receipt of 
filled out applications, boards w ill 
mas] out ballots to be voted and 


returned in accom panying “ iden­ 
tification” envelopes. 


The oath printed on the enve­ 
lopes for voters has been changed 


as 
a 
safeguard 
against possible 
fraud, Brown reported. 
Voters form erly swore that their 
ballots were m arked in the pres­ 
ence of a notary public with no 
one else present. 
They now must sw ear that their 
ballots contained no marks when 
received and that they, them selves, 
m arked the ballots in the presence 
of no one and sealed them in the 
envelopes. 
A notary adm inistering the oath 
m ust then certify that the ballots 
w ere sealed in the envelope when 
it was given to him. 
Oh yes, one more thing. 
Applicants for primary 
ballots 
m ust designate th«yr party affilia­ 
tion. Otherwise, Brown explained, 
there is no way to tell whether 
they should receive ballots listing 
D em ocratic or Republican candi­ 
dates.

Fire that threatened downtown 
Circleville with a m ajor catastro­ 
phe for nearly an hour turned the 
towering Maizo mill into a blazing 
inferno Thursday night with loss e s­ 
tim ated at more than $100,000.

M ayor Robert Hedges, when t h e 
conflagration threatened to eat its 
way into the western edge of the 
business district. Some of the fire­ 
men w h o hurried from the neigh­ 
boring c o m m u n itie s said the blaze 


c o u ld be seen lrom a distance of 
15 miles. 
The chief of the Columbus fire 
department 
notified Chief Wise 
here that the capital city's equip­ 
ment would be made 
available 
upon request. Later in the evening, 
the chief of the fire departm ent at 
Huntington, VV. Va., phoned to ask 
the status of the emergency here. 
The city fire departm ent’s 
two 
trucks were at the mill w:hen re ­ 
ports of secondary fires began to 
come in from 
sections 
south 
of 
Main St. A pumper owned by the 
Rural Township Fire Association 
was later taken to the scene of one 
of the most dangerous of the sec­ 
ondary blazes. 
The association’s 
pumper was recently brought back 
to Circleville to await public sale of 
the apparatus Feb. 27. A firefight­ 
ing partnership between the c i t y 
and rural group ended last Spring. 
Frank Whaley, night-watchman 
at the 
mill, said he 
m ade his 
rounds a short time before 
t h e 
blaze was discovered and saw no 
sign 
of fire. 
After 
making 
his 
rounds, he said he listened to a ra ­ 
dio broadcast for a short time and 
then discovered smoke. V h a I e y 
said he phoned an alarm. 
Deputy Sheriff Walter Richards 
was in the vicinity of the mill when 
the fire was discovered. He said a 
stranger called his attention to 
smoke pouring out of corners of the 
building, and that the mill 
burst 
into a mass of flame a 
moment 
later. 
The deputy said Whaley told him 
he discovered the fire about 5:45 
p. rn.

THE BLAZE apparently started 
in a boiler room section. Sections 
of the mill’s base structure were 
of brick, while other portions were 
of wood and metal. Corn cobs stor­ 
ed in the 
mill fed 
the 
roaring 
flames, which cast a ruddy glow 
over the western end of Main St. 
The mill’s operations used large 
corn cob shipments to produce a 
metal-polishing agent. 
Mayor Hedges announced that all 
of the city police departm ent would 
be kept on duty throughout the 
night to guard against the possibil­ 
ity of smoldering fires started by 
the flying sparks. The sparks set 
off numerous fires in grass, trees 
and dry shrubbery as far away as 
Union St. 
Heavy 
clouds 
of 
smoke 
and 
blackened 
particles 
in 
the 
air 
alarm ed city residents even before 
they were aware of the fire which 
gained headway rapidly. 
Ironically, however, a man liv­ 
ing in the vicinity of VV. Main St. 
first learned of the blaze while 
listening to a news report from a 
Columbus television station. 
Flashes from the cam eras of 
news photographers sent here from 
nearby cities mingled at one time 
with the blue flashes 
of

power lines. Many residents of the 
city said they were without lights 
due to power failure. 
Em ergency power units were re­ 
ported put into operation at some 
points.

CITY SAFETY Director Oscar 
Root said: 
“ I want to thank every one

Many hundreds of spectators who 
watched the blaze during its first 
hour appeared to agree. 
Praised with the firemen

Inevitable in the excitement

About two hours after the mill 
fire began billowing. Sheriff Rad­ 
cliff was startled by flames 
and 
smoke shooting through the court­ 
house side of the jail office floor. 
At the same time, two Franklin 
County deputy sheriffs, w h o s e 
names were not learned, and who 
‘‘just dropped in for a visit” , called 
out to Radcliff that the jail was on 
fire. 
All three grabbed for a fire ex­ 
tinguisher, buckets and a 
hose 
and 
rushed 
to

basement. 
They were able to extinguish 
blazing burlap, the flames from 
which were being blown under 
the jail office floor through a 
crack in one of the basement 
windows.

THREE RADIO squad cars and 
the four men took turns directing 
two-way traffic over the congested 
river bridge near the main f i r e , 
escorting the various township fire 
township fire departm ents tha* aid­ 
ed the local brigade to the scene 
of the big blaze. 
Burned bits of debris littered 
streets for a 
radius of several 
blocks from the mill fire early F ri­ 
day morning — reminders of the 
glowing sparks of the night before.

WHILE A NUMBER of callers 
claimed telephone service was dis­ 
rupted, E d Jury, m anager of the 
phone company here, said opera­ 
tions were maintained throughout 
the em ergency.

“ We were flooded with calls, of 
course, and that caused the tieups 
referred to, but we were never out 
of operation. When 
lights failed,

‘Can This Be The Christ?’ 


JESUS SAID, *T AM THE LIGHT OF THE WORLD/’ 
SOME DOUBTED, BUT MANY BELIEVED 


Scripture— John 7—8. 
By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
THIS LESSON, which shows 
the growing opposition to Jesus 
and His gospel, reminds us of the 
present situation in the w o r l d . 
The recently published Soviet E n­ 
cyclopedia denies His existence. 
Christian missionaries in Com­ 
m unist countries have either been 
d r i v e n out, imprisoned or sub­ 
jected to unspeakable indignities, 
put under house arrest, and their 
secular work in maintaining hos­ 
pitals in China has been taken 
over by the Communists. 
St. John tells us of the discus­ 
sion among people of all classes 
from Jesus’ enemies, the Phari­ 
sees, who were bent on killing 
Him, to common folk. 
In the beginning of our lesson 
■we are told that the feast of the 
tabernacles was at hand. As we 
know, Jesus u s u a l l y attended 
these ceremonial feasts. 
This time His brethren urged 
Him to go because, they said, 
•‘that Thy disciples also may see 
the works that Thou doest . . . 
If Thou do these things, shew 
Thyself to the world.” 
Jesus refused, knowing that His 
brethren did not believe in Him. 
After t h e y had gone, however, 
Jesus went after a time, and the 
Pharisees looked for H i rn, and 
said, "Where is H e?” 
There was m u c h murmuring 
among the people, some saying 
“He is a good man;” others, “Nay, 
but He deceiveth the people.” 
When Christ we n t * into the 
temple to preach, the Pharisees 
marvelled at Him, saying, “How

come out of Galilee?” 
The Pharisees sent soldiers to 
take Jesus and bring Him before 
them, but the officers came back 
without Him, and when a s k e d 
why, their answer was: “Never 
man spake like this Man.” Their 
m asters asked, “Are ye also de­ 
ceived?” 
Nicodemus who had v i s i t e d 
Jesus by night, said, “Doth our 
law judge any man, before It hear 
him. and know what he doeth?” 
Nicodemus may not have believed 
in the Lord, but having talked 
with Him he knew He should 
have justice, but he did not press 
the point. 
We w’ill m e r e l y mention the 
woman who was caught sinning 
and brought to Jesus. The law 
said the woman should be stoned, 
and her accusers were quite ready 
to carry out that judgm ent Jesus 
said nothing at first, then, “He 
that is without sin among you, let 
him first cast a stone at her.” 
All the accusers left, and Jesus 
sent the woman away, saying, 
“Go, and sin no more.” This is one 
more of the Lord s sayings that 
we should remember al w’a ys , 
especially when we are tempted 
to be revengeful when others sin. 
Are we so sinless, then (as Jesus 
was) that we can c o n d e m n 
others? 
We must finish this lesson with 
sayings of Jesus, without going 
into many details, as the lesson is 
so long. 
“I am the light of the world; 
he that followeth Me shall not 
walk in darkness, but shall have

knoweth this man letters, having 
never learned?” 
Jesus answered them: “My doc­ 
trine is not Mine, but His that 
sent Me. 
He that speaketh of 
himself seeketh his own glory: 
but he that seeketh His glory that 
sent Him, the same is true, and 
no unrighteousness is in him.” 
He also referred to the occasion 
on which He healed a man on the 
Sabbath Day, for which they had 
reproved Him. Referring to the 
law of Moses that a man could 
be circumeized on the Sabbath, 
He asked, "Are ye angry at me, 
because I have made a man every 
whit whole on the Sabbath Day? 
Judge not according to the ap­ 
pearance, but J u d g e righteous 
judgment.” 
Some said, “Is not t h a t He, 
whom they seek to kill? But, lo, 
He speaketh boldly, and they say 
nothing unto Him. Do the rulers 
know indeed that this is the very 
C hrist?” 
Even t h o s e who believed on 
Jesus were sometimes puzzled at 
His words, as when He said, “Yet 
a little while I am with you, and 
then I go unto Him that sent Me. 
Ye shall seek me, and not find 
Mo; and where I am, thither ye 
cannot come.” 
The Pharisees were bewildered 
by this, asking each other where 
He could go where they could not 
find Him? 
So the arguments went, many 
believing, s a y i n g , “This is the 
Christ,” o t h e r s , especially the 
Pharisees, asking, “Shall Christ 


the light of life.” 
“If ye continue in My w o r d , 
then are ye My disciples indeed; 
and ye shall know the truth, and 
the truth shall make you free.” 
They answered that t h e y w'ere 
sons of Abraham and had never 
been in bondage to any man,” 
which was untrue as they had 
been in bondage and were then 
under Roman domination.

D E FE A T S HIS P U R PO SE 
IT CAN NEVER be said that John L. 
Lewis, president of the United Mine Work­ 
ers, was modest in making demands upon 
coal operators. In addition to whopping in­ 
creases in wages almost yearly, he wan­ 
gled “welfare benefits” from the mine own­ 


ers several years ago. 
They are forced to pay 40 cents a ton for 
all soft coal mined, and 50 cents a ton for 
anthracite, into the fund. This was added 


to the price of coal. 
But having wrung from the operators 
all the business could bear, his strikes and

ADVICE is one of the few com­ 
modities given more easily than 
received. Certain individuals, of 
course, are dependent on others 
and find it difficult to make their 
own decisions.

This is especially true in deal­ 
ings with the handicapped per­ 
son. To them, independence is a 
very im portant factor.

.Mechanical Aids 
This being the “century of the 
gadget," modern mechanics and 
ingenuity 
have 
devised 
many 
methods by which the handi­ 
capped and iii can rely on m e­ 
chanical aids and devices which 
permit them various activities 
they would otherwise be denied. 
The experience obtained by the 
handicapped in doing for th em ­ 
selves with mechanical aid is very 
rewarding. They can gain m any 
new freedoms by themselves. 
Such primary aids as wheel 
chairs, crutches, and a^ flcia! 
limbs have been used for years. 


Special types of eating utensils 
have now been devised which en­ 
able people with all types of dif­ 
ficulties to eat Independently. 


For Moving and Carrying 
Numerous devices for moving 
around and carrying out nearly 
every type of activity have been 
produced for the handicapped. 
Persons handicapped by the 
loss of a hand can learn to do a 
two-handed task with only one 
hand. For example, tying a neck­ 
tie or shoelace may seem awk­ 
ward at first, but it soon becomes 
a fairly easy task. 
The most important factor, 
however, is still the idea of inde­ 
pendence. The handicapped per­ 
son can lead a life of efficiency, 
happiness and comfort. Where 
there is a will, there is a way.

again iii 1956 although his first 
White House year is just over and 
he has three more years of his 
first term to go. 
Son. McCarthy of Wisconsin and 
Gov. Dewey of New York, Repub­ 
licans who are miles apart at least 
geographically, 
in the past few 
days have expressed belief Eisen­ 
hower will run again. 
He's 63 now. He ll he 66 when 
the 1956 presidential election ar­ 
rives. If he runs and wins he'll 
be 70 when he finally leaves the 
White House since, undei the Con­ 
stitution. he couldn't have more 
than two terms. 
Me "arthy said yesterday that if 
the elections were being held now 
Eisenhower would be his candidate 
“ and I think he’ll be the candidate 
in 1956. ’ 
Dewey, a two-time loser in his 
own try for the White House, said 
last week he hoped and expected 
Eisenhower to be a 1956 candidate 
and predicted he'd win. 
Eisenhower himself is keeping 
mum. He has sidestepped news 
conference questions about his 1956 
intentions. 
He 
probably 
doesn't 
know himself what he'll want to 
do then. It’s too far ahead. 
H e’s still immensely popular, as 
public opinion polls show. But this 
is something which may grow or 
diminish in the fiery furnace of 
events. Facing him are problems, 
visible and unknown, big enough 
to m ake or break him. 
A bad depression, for instance, 
could wreck his chances for re­ 
election 
But continued high pros­ 
perity would be 
big boost. . 
First of all. there’s the task of 
getting his 
program 
thrrrugh his 
Republican-run Congress this year 
as a preliminary to the congres­ 
sional elections in November. 
He himself has said that if the 
Republicans don’t pass the pro­ 
gram they don’t deserve to win. 
If the Democrats win this year, 
they TI boss Congress for his two 
remaining years. 
That by itself wouldn’t stop him 
from running or winning again. 
F orm er President Trum an had a 
Republican Congress for the last 
two years of his first term and 
won in 1948 in a victory that also 
put the Democrats back in control 
of Congress. 
B t. if all these w eren’t prob­ 
lem s enough, Eisenhowei faces an 
unknown future in foreign affairs. 
As the Republicans never tire of 
pointing out, the shooting w ar has 
stopped in Korea. 
That has helped keep his popu­ 
larity up. 
But he c a n ’t predict 
what would happen if a shooting 
war. m ajor or minor, broke out 
somewhere else or if the Commu­ 
nists made gains not dream ed of 
now. 
The Republicans m ay not find it 


hard to persuade Eisenhower, a 
man with a hig sense of public 
service, to run again if things go 
all right and particularly if they 
can’t find an alternate they think 
could win. 
He has expressed no delight with 
the chores of the presidency, piled 
on top of him at an age when 
other generals are retired, but he 
may come to relish them and, like 
others bfre him, develop an urge 
to stay there. 
His job hasn’t been unpleasant— 
from the standpoint of public rela­ 
tions: 
Democrats, 
Republicans, j 
and people generally. He’s thrown I 
no mud and no one has sm eared 
him. 
This freedom from tarnish is too 
much to expect if he stays in poli­ 
tics long enough. It happened to! 
George Washington after a while, i 
And it hapoened in large doses to 
Abraham Lincoln, whose birthday 
today the Republicans have been 
honoring for a week. 
When he made his first in a 
series of countrywide .speeches at 
Republican celebrations of the Lin­ 
coln birthday. McCarthy spoke of 
the “ idiocy” of a Truman, Eisen­ 
hower’s predecessor. 
‘ Idiot” was a word Lincoln had 
tossed at him in his day. in addi­ 
tion to such pleasantries as “ ape” 
and “ buffoon.”

U.S. Business 
Plans Retained 
In Mothballs 


Change In Federal 
Tax Laws Awaited By 
M a n y Industries 


NEW YORK UP)—Until Congress 
takes final action on taxes a lot of 
business plans will likely be kept 
in mothballs. And some consumers 
may be waiting, too, to see if Con­ 
gress is going to make a lot of 
goods cheaper to buy. 
Tax stories out of Washington in­ 
dicate a long wrangle on the floors 
of the two chambers over tax aid 
to industry may be building up to 
keep business on the anxious seat. 
The bolstering which tax chang­ 
es are supposed to offer manufac­ 
turing and retail trade, and thus 
brake the recession, could be de­ 
layed if Congress gets snarled in 
debates while the economy contin­ 
ues to slide. 
Many businessmen, while hoping 
for the best. are taking a wait and 
see stand on part of their plans 
for expansion, dividends, possible 
mergers and foreign investments. 
Some 
tax 
decisions 
must 
be 
made within seven weeks or auto- 
! matic tax drops will go into effect 
on many consumer goods, and on 
I corporate income tax rates, lf Con­ 
gress should later restore these 
taxes, in full or in part, confusion 
1 would be confounded. 
Merchants complain that already 
some shoppers 
are 
holding off 
their buying, saying they will wait 
to see what's going to be done 
about excise taxes on autos, furs, 


and a long list of goods classed as 
luxuries. 
Dealers will wait, too, in their 
ordering to see what Congress does 
about excise tax rates, many of 
which are now scheduled to drop 
April I. 
And manufacturers may hold up 
production targets until they know 
how high the taxes will remain, 
and therefore which direction sales 
may take. 
Industry has many other inde­ 
cisions while waiting for Congress 
to act on other tax changes. 
Some companies are waiting to 
see if Congress will allow faster 
write-off for tax purposes of the 
cost of new plant and equipment. 
At the present stow rate of de­ 
preciation allowance, it may be 
better to lease machinery. At a 


faster write-off rate it might be 
advantageous to buy it instead. 
The size of plant expansion pro- ; 


grams could hinge on the same ; 
tax advantages. New or bigger pro- I 
grams may be announced if de­ 
preciation rules are liberalized. 
Ano'her thing business planners , 
must know is what date Congress I 
will finally decide to make the new 
rules effective. Business can’t af­ 
ford to invest heavily now, lf the 
liberalization doesn’t become ef­ 
fective, say, before the start of 
next year.
